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Eleven  fires    .    .     .  nine  in  town    .     .   .  two  out  of  town. 

Nine  fires  in  wooded  areas  of  the  town,  one  which  was 
serious.  Answered  many  false  alarms  and  chased  them 
until  satisfied  there  was  no  fire.  There  were  two  out  of 
town  calls  (forest  fires)  in  Dover  and  Rochester  to  which 
we  were  called. 

The  fire  at  McCarthy's  started  in  a  partly  torn  down 
barn,  and  spread  to  a  camp,  then  to  the  woods.  No  doubt 
this  fire  was  caused  by  carelessness  of  some  person  or  per- 
sons, either  by  throwing  a  lighted  match  or  cigarette. 

If  it  were  not  for  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  people 
of  the  town  and  of  our  neighboring  towns  and  cities,  it 
could  have  been  as  disastrous  a  fire  as  Rochester,  Farm- 
ington  and  other  sections  of  New  Hampshire  and  Maine, 
with  hundreds  of  acres  of  valuable  wood,  lumber,  and 
many  homes  destroyed. 

I  want  to  thank  all  who  hcl]ied  in  any  way  at  the  Mc- 
Carthy fire,  and  also  the  following  men  and  organizations 
who  sent  equipment  and  men:  Chief  Seavey  of  Rochester, 
Chief  Knott  of  Dover,  Chief  Holden  of  Newington,  State 
Forestr>^  Dept.,  Towns  of  Lee,  Madburv',  Strafford  Bow 
Fake,  Strafford  Center,  Durham,  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  the  tank  tmcks  from  Dover  and  other  cities  and 
towns.  The  traffic  and  radio  contacts  were  well  handled 
by  the  state  i)oli('e  and  guards  sent  by  Chief  Redden  of 
Rochester. 

The  ]\t'(.\  Cross,  Salvation  Army  and  our  Ladies'  .Fire- 
men's Auxiliary  were  also  on  the  job  day  and  night,  with 
coffee,  food,  and  tonic. 

Our  ^'()luntary  Fire  Department  ai-rivcd  at  the  fires  very 
])romptly  and  held  them  down  williin  very  small  areas  and 
a  small  loss. 

Nine  fires,  with  a  total  of  eighty-five  acres  (of  wliich 
scventv-five  acres  was  the    \IcCai't1iy    fire)     showed    the 
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value  of  our  Department,  and  it  should  be  backed  to  the 
limit. 

During  the  emergency  all  roads  were  patrolled.  State 
roads  were  patrolled  by  State  Highway  Department  (day- 
time), and  all  roads  by  volunteers  both  day  and  night. 
Thirty-one  fire  permits  were  issued.  IT  IS  NECESSARY 
FOR  ONE  TO  HAVE  A  PERMIT  BEFORE  KIND-

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  THE  School  Board  axd  Citizens  of  Barrington: 

The  i)rogram  of  legislation  anticipated  a  year  ago  has 
been  enacted  and  is  in  operation.  Barrington  will  receive 
this  year  in  state  aid  the  sura  of  $12,377.85^  or  an  increase 
of  $7,259.88  over  last  year.  Besides  the  new  equalization 
act,  which  increased  state  aid  in  New  Hampshire  by  about 
400%,  the  following  law.s  were  passed  by  the  General 
Court: 

To  permit  the  establishment  of  cooperative  school  dis- 
tricts. 

Increasing  the  school  district  debt  limit  from  2%  of  the 
valuation  to  5%,  or  8%  in  special  cases. 

Enabling  districts  to  accumulate  a  capital  reserve  fund 
for  improvements. 

Impro^ung  the  teachers'  retirement  act  and  admitting 
school  nurses  and  teachere  in  approved  public  academies. 

An  irksome  provision  requiring  repayment  of  tuition  to 
the  teachers'  colleges  for  graduates  not  teaching  in  the 
state  a  specified  length  of  time  was  repealed.  Provision  is 
made  for  scholarships  to  be  granted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education  to  high  school  graduates  desiring  to  become 
teachers  and  otherwise  unable  to  attend. 

Providing  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  prob- 
lem children  temporarily  in  a  receiving  home. 

Establishing  a  Director  of  Nursing  Education. 

Fostering  vocational  education  through  a  program  of 
apprenticeship  in  industry. 

This  legislation  is  set  forth  in  full  in  Institute  Circular 
No.  174  entitled  "Educational  Legislation  of  1947"  (State 
Board  of  Education,  Concord,  N.  H.) 

Further  regulations  have  been  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  as  follows: 
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Mini}nu77i  Standards  for  Teachers'  Salaries 

1.  Less  than  4  years  of  college  preparation  and  less  than 
5  years  of  experience,  $1,700. 

2.  Regularly  certified,   with  less  than  4  years  of  college 
l)reparation  but   with  5  years  of  experience,  $1,800. 

3.  Regularly   certified,   with   4  years   college   preparation 
but  less  than  3  years  of  experience,  $1,800. 

4.  Regularly  certified,  with  4  years  of  college  preparation 
and  3  years  of  experience,  $2,000. 

The  effect  of  the  above  regulation  is  already  beginning 
to  be  felt  in  the  supply  of  available  teachers  and  candi- 
dates for  teacher-training. 

The  regulations  governing  the  approval  of  superinten- 
dents, headmasters,  principals,  teachers,  and  other  educa- 
tional personnel  in  the  public  schools  of  New  Hampshire 
have  been  revised,  with  the  establishment  of  an  advisory 
board  on  problems  of  certification.  Certificates  hereafter 
will  be  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  instead  of  for  life,  and 
will  dei)end  for  their  renewal  on  the  completion  of  six  se- 
mester hours  of  professional  study  (the  eciuivalent  of  three 
extension  courses  or  one  lull  summer  school). 

Another  state  regulation  provides  that  schools  shall  here- 
after actually  be  in  session  180  days  per  year  (less  5  days 
of  an  intensive  j)rofessional  "workshop"  if  offered  locally). 
Such  weeklong  institutes  would  give  opi)ortunity  for  teach- 
ers to  satisfy  the  credit  rec|uirements  of  the  foregoing 
paragraph.  The  additional  requirements  in  regard  to  cer- 
tification and  length  of  school  year  should  be  borne  in  mind 
in  connection  with  the  minimum  sahiry  regulation. 

The  legislature  provided  for  s]iecial  district  meetings  in 
the  summer  to  ]nake  revised  aiiproju-iations  necessitated 
by  the  new  laws  and  regulations. 
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Dr.  (ieitnule  M.  Lewis,  recently  appointed  state  super- 
A-isor  of  elementary  education,  has  visited  the  grade  schools 
in  the  district  and  conferred  with  teachers.

The  school  nurse,  Aliss  Alyrtle  Fletcher,  R.N.,  reports  135 
examinations  made  last  year,  besides  incidental  inspections. 
Physical  defects  were  reported  to  parents  and  classified. 
Many  were  treated  and  improved  during  the  year  with  the 
cooperation  of  homes  and  physicians.  The  nurse  conducted 
an  audiometer  test  of  hearing,  and  organized  the  dental 
clinic.  Fluorine,  a  remarkable  new  preventive  treatment 
for  tooth  preservation,  was  administered  under  state  aus- 
pices. Miss  Fletcher  also  accompanied  several  children  out 
of  town  to  be  fitted  for  glasses  or  to  have  arrangements 
made  for  tonsil  operations. 

The  school  limcli  has  been  continued,  with  the  help  of  a 
district  approi)riation  and  the  continuance  of  federal  food 
aid.  On  recojnmendation  of  the  state  lunch  supervisor, 
the  lunch  tables  have  been  set  up  adjacent  to  the  kitchen. 
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The  pupils  Iiave  been  very  helpful  in  assuming  responsi- 
bilities in  connection  with  setting  the  tables  and  serving  the 
lunch,  under  the  guidance  of  the  teachers  and  lunch  per- 
sonnel. The  school  board  has  provided  a  folding  partition 
of  asbestos  board  between  the  lunch  room  and  the  base- 
ment classroom. 

Last  year  the  eighth  grade,  accompanied  by  their  teacher, 
visited  the  county  offices  and  the  state  legislature,  through 
the  kindness  of  County  Commissioner  Harold  E.  Flower  of 
Barrington.
